WASHINGTON (AP)—U.S. atomic experts probably will 
set off the world’s greatest explosion within the next 10 days. 

The nuclear-fission blast will be the grand finale to a new 
series of tests at the Eniwetok proving grounds in the Pacific's 
Marshall Islands. 

The latest Eniwetok series, like those during January and 
February at the proving grounds at Frenchman's Flats, Nev., 
become one of the lesser-kept atomic secrets as: far as the 
time element has been concerned, 

While the Atomic Energy Commission has made no an- 
nouncements regarding the time schedule for the tests, there 
have been indications from other authoritative quarters. Rep- 
resentative F. Edward Herbert (Dem,-La), appointed by the 
armed services committee of the House of Representatives to 
be an observer, told reporters earlier this month he would 
leave Washington May 1 and return May 12.

‘Truman Hands Congress 


$60 Billion Arms Bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) —. Presi- 
idertt Truman today -sent Con- 
gress a $60,679,414,690 defence 
| budget and said Russia’s rulers 
have pushed the world “to the 
brink of a general war.” 

The huge requested appropria- 
tion is for the United States’ 
own military costs and to help | 
arm its Allies. 

One item in the budget 
for $29,500,000 for an atomic’ 
powered submarine and $218,000,- 
000 for a big aircraft carrier. 

(Defence Department budget 
experts told reporters the nu 
clear-powered submarine might 
be ready in the early summer 
of 1953.) 

The message broke down in 
more detail the military esti- 
mates included in Truman's gen- 
eral budget, sent to Congress in 
January, for the fiscal year be- 
ginning July 1 

In a letter to House Speaker 
Sam. Rayburn, accompanying

“If the Soviet’ Union chooses 
to unleash a general war, the 
free world must be in a position 
to stop the attack and strike 
back decisively and at once at 
the seats of Soviet power.

48 hours. .

THEN THE FEDERAL GOVERN- 

ment recently increased income taxes 
by 20 per cent it touched the pockets 
of only about half the working popula- 
tion. There are some 4,790,000 income 
earners in Canada, But only 2,500,000 
pay any income tax. The remainder 
have always been exempt or were ex- 
empted in the huge tax reductions of 
the Government's post-war budgets. 

No sensible man would suggest that 
the earner in the lowest income brackets 
should pay income taxes. It surely is 
clear, however, that half the earning 
population cannot pay the taxes of the 
whole. One half cannot support all gov- 
ernmental services for the other. Hence 
governments must reach »y other taxes 
those who are exempted from income tax. 

They are reached by various*mtinict- 
pal and provincial taxes but mainly by 
federal sales taxes. Whether the in- 
come tax should be broadened, the pres- 
ent exemptions lowered, is a matter of 
dispute but one thing is certain—the 
people. who escape income tax do not 
and‘ ot be allawed to escape taxa- 
tion altogether. First because the other 
half of the population cannot afford to 
buy their governmental services for 
them; second, because these people, 
though their income is low, possess col- 
lectively a vast total purchasing power 
which, if these times of inflation, must

against Associated Press Correspon- 
dent William N. Oatis by the Czecho- 
slovak Government are as vaguely 
worded as most of the allegations made 
in recent times against foreigners and 
citizens in Russia's satellite states.

Such claims are easy to lodge, but 
may be difficult‘to disprove. “Activities 
hostile to the state” in an Iron Curtain 
country can mean gnything the author- 
Ities wish it to mean. “Information. con- 
sidered secret” by a Communist Govern- 
ment can mean, for the purposes of 
political suppression, even: information 
that has already been published in of- 
ficial organs. “Spreading malicious, in- 
formation” could all too often mean that 


| 


be somewhat reduced. 

It would be fairer to reduce it by 
income tax, according to ability to pay, 
than to reduce it by sales taxes which 
take no account of the taxpayer's in- 
dividual circumstances. Still, the ob- 
jection to a broadened and visible income 
tax is so vigorous that governments in- 
variably resort to the invisible sales tax 
method, hiding their imposts in the price 
of goods, 

The division of federal revenues be- 
tween visible and invisible texes remains 
virtually unchanged under the new bud- 
get. Last year the Federal Government 
collected 56 per cent of its taxes directly 
from individuals and corporations. This 
year it will collect 56.6 per cent in this 
fashion. 

Clearly we are not moving toward the 
objective laid down in the historic Rowell- 
Sirois Report, which urged the expan- 
sion of the direct taxes and the drastic 
reduction of the indirect. We are still 
relying far too much—and the provinces 
intend, apparently to rely stil] more—on 
regressive taxes, disregarding ability to 
pay. At least*it can be said for the 
Federal Government that it is not gnak- 
ing this unbalance any worse. And if it 
is unable politically to expand the scope 
of direct taxes, it is forced, willy-nilly, 
to tax indirectly those who pay nothing 
directly. 


Law To Fit 


a reporter had cabled home the simple 
truth to his head office. Truthfulness is 
not a virtue under dictatorship. 

We should not let the frequency of 
these occurrences dim our recognition 
of their significance. Here is totdlitarian- 
ism in full action—the kind of regime 
which some persons would like to see 
installed in this country. Oatis disap- 
peared without a trace one night. It 
was only later that his arrest was an- 
nounced. The state was all-powerful and 
could do as it wished. No newspaper 
campaign of protest, no public criticism, 
no “civil liberties” efforts, could be 
brought to his aid or that of any person 
similarly treated. 

Even where a totalitarian regime in- 
sists that it exerts no censorship over 
foreign correspondents who stay within 
the law, the law is so easily manipulated 
to achieve the administration’s ends that 
freedom of the press no longer exists. 
Mr. Oatis’ case is only one of many-- 
each of which carries an important ide- 
ologica] lesson for us.

i a moving strain of nostalgia The 
Winnipeg Tribune laments the days 
when Canadians used to talk. They still 
extract certain sounds from their vocal 
cords, they still manage to articulate 
disjointed noises which 
their fellows under- 
stand but they no 
longer talk as their 

fathers talked. 

Their voices, that is 
to say, are not used to 
convey their thoughts. 
The old art of conver- 
sation, as The Tribune 
says, is dead and a 
guest will certainly be 
insulted if he is asked 

merely to sit around a fire and commiune 
with his host. A weary generation must 
be supplied with entertainment which it 
cannot supply itself. 


E TRIBUNE seems to think that the 

decay of conversation is a mere 
change in social customs. If it were 
only that, if only our manners had 
changed, it should causé no more alarm 
than the“lipsticks, plunging necklines and 
hair-dos which are in constant flux. In 
fact the decay of conversation is- some 
thing much more serious—it proclaims 
the decay of thought which conversation 
used to express. 

This statement will be indignantly 
denied. Most people imagine that they 
are thinking furiously these days, but 
they have mistaken mere excitement and 
frustration for thought.‘ Anyone who 
listens carefully to the sounds emerging 
from the human throat will soon detect 
in them a_certain monotony, a deadly 
sameness, a wearisome repetitidh, as if 
they came from a common origin, as 
indeed they do. People in general are 
net-thinking._-They_are_parroting some- 
thing they heard on the radio or read 
in ‘the newspapers-or saw on the movie 
screen. Somebody else is doing their 
thinking for them and using them as a 
ventriloquist’s dummy. America is be- 
coming a collective Charlie McCarthy 
without the wit of the original model. 


HOUGHT, expressed in conversation, 
is a hard and lonely business, is 
much harder, for example, than manag- 
ing a corporation or digging a ditch. You 
will find few tycoons who can think, still 
fewer who can express toughts if they 
have any, and not even the ditch digger, 
a much more interesting person as a 
rule, has a great deal to say for himself. 
Thus when vrint, radio and screen came 
along and offered thoughts already pack- 
aged, pre-ligested and guaranteed to be 
harmless, America eagerly bought them 
as it buys cigarets or breakfast cereals. 
We are not satisfied with mass produc- 
tion of physical goods. We must mass- 
produce human minds. 


GINCE the mass-produced thought is 
presented in a brightly-colored pack- 
age, whereas the thought of the average 
?] is likely to be pretty drab, 
there can be only one end to this unequal 
competition. The genuine article is 
driven out of commerce by the synthetic 
through a kind of intellectual Gresham's 
Law. 

And no wonder, then, that a man 
who stumbles on an original idea hesi- 
tates to offer it in the market place to 
his friends for it cannot hope to match 
the day’s headline, or the well-rehearsed 
comedy of the radio or the latest Holly- 
wood patter. 7 


T IS a commonplace to say that North 
Americans, only a generation or two 
from_the frontier and the log cabin, now 
live in houses which they could not build, 
are carried across the land in machines 
which they do ot understand and, a hun- 
dred times a ‘day, press buttons to pro- 
duce mechanical results entirely beyond 
their comorehension, 


These physical changes may have 
something to commend them.

But the mental 
change which has gone with the physi- 
tal is pertiaps—the~ largest arnt most 
e2c.ming fact ef our time, quite forgot- 
ten in the rush and in the endless stream 
of sound which passes for communica- 
tion, 


THIS mental change (‘of which the 

decay of conversation is only one 
evidence) represents a new thing“ in 
America, the mass-man. There had been 
plenty of mass-men before America was 
discovered. Most of the ancient civiliza- 
tions, 1 suppose, were made up of mass- 
men, the mass-men of the Russian revolu- 
tion being the products of a deep counter- 
revolution, a reversion to the past, a 
retreat into the womb of history by those 
afraid of life in the sunshine, 

North American civilization, however, 
was essentially a revolt against the mass 
idea, it was the revolution of the indi 
vidual, a break into the open. Now ob 
serve the circular paradox: By this out- 
burst of individualism, by the inventive 
genius of the emancipated man, all the 
tools of modern communication were 
produced and now they launch their 
counter-revolution and possess, imprison 
and dictate to the men who made them. 


WITHIN a mere half-century individual 

man, not by conquest, not by the 
scheming of a Kremlin, but by his own 
volition, by his own laziness, leaps back 
hundreds of years and becomes a mass- 
man. This may be a temporary retreat. 
The nervous pendulum of America may 
swing back. In all the monotonous. 
parrot sound which fills the air of this 
era one listens for a human voice 
attached,-to a humar-mind.. Within the 
jungle of machinery one looks longingiy 
for the awkward, stumbling shape of a 
man. - »

Going up! 


Who and What are 
the Taxpayers? 


ANADA this year will collect the 
largest total tax revenue in its his- 
tory. A round sum of $34 billions will 
be required for the armament program 
and the mounting civilian needs, includ- 
ing social welfare--of the population. 
Each family in the Dominion will fee the 
weight of heavier taxation, either directly 
through levies on income or indirectly 
through sales taxes, excise taxes, cus- 
toms duties and other hidden charges. 
But who will feel the weight most? 


In a recent feature article The Finan- 
cial Post analyses the situation arising 
from the new tax levies and comes up 
with some interesting calculations. 

In the income tax. field, corporations 
will pay $1 billion—more than one 
quarter of the total national receipts, 
And it is significant to note that in this 
class, the “big companies”—those with 
gross incomes over $500,000 a year—will 
carry 65 per cent of the corporation tax 
load, 

HALF THE REVENUE. 

In the personal brackets, citizens with 
incomes over $10,000 a year will pay 
$280 millions, which is one-third of the 
revenue expected from this type of levy, 
Those with incomes below $3,000 will 
carry 25 per cent of the load, and earn- 
ers in the $3,000-$5,000 category will pay 
a like amount. Thus half the country’s 
income tax revenue is provided by Cana- 
dians earning less than $5,000, although 
they far outnumber those“ who supply 
the remaining half. The Government 
hopes to gather in some $870. millions 
from these sources. 


It is in the sales and excise tax field 
that the incidence becomes less pre- 
dictable. With $600 millions expected 
from sales levies, $572 millions from 
excise taxes and duties and another $315 
millions from customs duties, it becomes 
obvious that the consumers of Canada 
are going to carry a sizeable burden. 
How will this be divided among them? 

At once, car owners, liquor drinkers 
and tobacco smokers emerge as key 
figures in the national economy. No 
less than $600 millions will be contrib- 
uted by these classes to the Canadian 
treasury, to say nothing of additional 
contributions to provincial and municipal 
coffers. 


TAX ON CARS 


The 25 per cent excisé tax on pas 
senger cars, for instance, will produce 
$70 millions, while the 10 per cent sales 
tax on gasoline is expected to raise $50 
millions. A similar 10 per cent sales tax 
trucks and tires will provide 
$40 millions and the excise tax on tires 
and tubes another $8 millions. 

That is quite a burden on owners and 
drivers of vehicles. But pedestrians will 
share their concern. Excise taxes on 
liquor and beer will total $130 millions, 
and sales taxes another $30 millions. 
Cigaret smokers will hand over $200 
millions in excise taxes, pipe smokers 
$37 millions, and the 10 per cent sales 
tax on all tobaccos will reach $30 
millions.

NEW YORK—There is a fist fighter around today named Ike 
Williams who is lightweight champion of the world and a good 
fighter, one of the best. He can box and punch and there is no- 
body, not even Sugar Robinson, more accomplished at reading the 

first signs that an o»ponent is in trouble and 
at catching the guy and finishing him. 

For all his gifts, Williams is neither the 
busiest nor the most bellicose lightweight. cham 
pion that ever lived. His attitude toward the 
rule requiring champions to defend their titles 
every six months is one of tolerant detachment 
When he signed recently for a title fight with 
James J. Carter on May 14 in Madison Square 
Garden it was the first time he committed his 
championship since Dec. 5, 1949, when he mauled 
an inoffensive character named Freddie Dawson 
in Philadelphia. 

Last winter Ike, whose honors have been several, won a special 
distinction. The New York Boxing Writers—or maybe Nat Fleis- 
cher, which is. practically the same thing—singled him out as 
the most peaceable chamnion in any division, He had earned the 
award by his manly refusal to enter the same building with any 
challenger in 1950. $ 


Ike Is A Bigger Boy Now 


It is probable that Ike has been motivated less by a repugnance 
of violence than by a reluctance to diet. Now in his twelth year | 
of professional punching, he has reached a position in life w here | 
a man likes to settle back on his capital and mangle a pork cho» 
when and as he pleases. Watching him operate as a full-grown | 
welterweight a fortnight ago when he chewed up Fitzie Pruden 
for television, one could understand that the chore of shucking |

fact, one couldn't hel» wondering how he'd ever manage to get 
down to the lightweight limit. 

By a happy coincidence, just about the time Williams was being 
chevvied into accepting a title match, there turned up in the mail 
a-letter from Sammy Rubin, of the Bronx. It 
furnish material for comparisons, if anybody wishe$ to make them. 

“The other. day, April 18,” Mr, Rubin writes, “made four years 
since the greatest champion the boxing world ever had passed | 
away. Of course, I méan thé immortal Benny Leonard,who died}; 
ofa heart attack while refereeing a bout in the St. Nicholas Arena. 

“What a champion! what a man! 


Twice A Month—For The Title 


“Let’s just thumb through Nat Fleischer’s record book a moment 
and picleout a comparatively small fraction of Leonard’s amazing 
career, Let’s begin with—well, May 28, 1917. 

“Benny had celebrated his 21st birthday on April 7, 1917. Six 
weeks later he kayoed one of the greatest defensive boxers in the 
history of the ring—Freddy Welsh.” 

This was in a day when the title could not change hands on a 
decision in New York. In 1917 Leonard had been boxing for five 
years. Barring a foul, his only chance to win the championshi? 
was to stiffen a guy who was 10 years his senior, had 12 years, of 
ring experience, and hadn't been stopped in 152 fights. The kid | 
flattened Welsh in the ninth round.

Some conception of the ultimate value of the western 
oilfields to Canadian ecénomy can be obtainéd from the 
stepping up of production predicted for 1951. 


In 1951 it is estimated that the 
market for Canadian crude will 
increase from 29,058,067, barrels 
to 46,000,000 barrels, or in eas- 
jer terms, an average of 127,000 
barrels daily against the 1950 
figure of 79,611. 

The big increase is made possi- 
ble by the sudden opening of 

the new eastern 
market, with 
crude flowing 
through the In- 
ter - provincia! 
pipeline to Su 
perior at the 
lakehead and 
then by ship to 
the Imperial Oil 
refineries at 
Sarnia, Ont. 
Young The estimated 
46,000,000 barrels for 1951 is suf- 
ficient to meet 30 per® cent of 
the entire Canadian crude oil 
requirement, easily the highest 
percentage the country has ever 
achieved. 

Last year Canada had to im- 
port 77.6 per cent of its crude 
and in 1946, the year before the 
Leduetield.came into operation 
only 9.6 per cent of the crude 
used in Canada was from home 
wells. 

In the interval between 1946 
and 1951 Canada’s oi] needs have 
increased by approximately 56 
per cent. 

In terms of international fi- 
nance, the western oils have also 
played.a vital part in the econ- 
omy of the dominion. In 1948. 
western Canadian oils saved the 
country $9 millions that would 
otherwise have had to be paid 
for in U.S. dollars. In 1951 that 
saving will come to an estimated 
$150 million, which can be used 
for other import needs. 

As the oil potential of the Al- 
befta wells increases, and the 
pipeline to the Pacific Coast be- 
@omes an accomplished fact the 
western oils will take on an 
edded importance. It is not be- 
yond the bounds of possibility 
that within another five-year 
spell Canada will be fully self- 
supporting in crude ofl, and may 
even be an exporter. 

In addition the ancilliary de 
velopment of natural gas may 
be expected to provide ever-grow- 
ing communities of Canada and 
the United States with heat and 
power-producing energy.
